lethod  of  Shipment. — Shipping  directions  should  be 
I lainly  written,  and  we  urge  our  customers,  in  all  cases,  to 
use  our  order  sheets.  We  shall  be  pleased  to  forward  ad- 
ditional ones  upon  application.  Kindly  indicate  whether 
shipment  is  to  be  made  by  freight,  express  or  mail.  When 
method  of  shipment  is  left  to  us,  or  when  no  directions  are 
given,  we  will  ship  according  to  our  best  judgment,  by  such 
means  as  we  believe  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  our  cus- 
tomers. 

Transportation  at  Purchaser’s  Risk  and  Expense. —

— Unless  instructed  otherwise,  orders 
during  the  shipping  season  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  after 
their  receipt  as  possible,  and  orders  booked  in  advance  will 
be  shipped  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  shipping  season 
opens. 

Shipping  and  Planting  Season. — November  to  March 
for  all  trees  and  shrubs  grown  in  the  open  field;  balled 
plants,  bamboos,  grasses  and  pot-grown  plants  may  be  ship- 
ped at  any  time.  Prices  in  this  catalogue  cover  the  ship- 
ping season  of  1925-26,  ending  May,  1st,  1926.
